deer and sheep-from the ravages of dogs, but that it is not 
enforced'iii a way to yield the desired results. .He quotes cases 
in which owners of.dogs caught, killing sheep have:been called 
Jrito'-coiirt and' sentenced, and -then-the sentences were sus- 
pended." This has a familiar ring. The suspension of sen- 
tence's lias come to be'very common in the courts in recent 
years, the-practice-feeing'by no means confined to cases in- 
volving the owners -of ^.sheep-killing dogs.

as "numerous in'proportion to population as they are today

(rouble caused by dogs,.but because sheep had creased to be 
profitable -'Eastern sheep-men-could not compete with the 
western ranches and were obliged to turn their a'ltciilion to 
something that would pay better than wool. In most cases 
this war found in dairying, w.tiich has since been the leading 
farm industry in N^w England.
